SAN FRANCISCO 一 Two Chi- 
natown community leaders had 
been offered money in 1975 by In- 
ternational Hotel owners to medi-

The two were asked by the rep- 
resentatives not to disclose the me- 
diation Plans to lawyers on either 
side，said Alice Barkley，former 
housing speciajist for Self-Help for 
the 了 lderly. 

In a startling development， 
Barkley told the jury that she and 
Rev. Larry Jack Wong met with 
two high-ranking members of the 
Eour Seas Investment Corpora- 
tion， owners of the hotel，in 
March，1975. 

“They asked Rev，Wong and 
myself to see 让 we could help me- 
diate in. discussions between the 
tenants and the owners of the 
property,”said Barkley. 

“Iraised the question 让 this was 
proper since [Four Seas] had legal 
counsel. They said counsel would 
not know about this,”she said. 

Gilbert Graham，attorney for 
the International Tenants Associ- 
ation (IHTA)，asked,，“Did they 
ask yo not to notify the tenants、 
]awyersP” 

“Yes,， Bafrkley replied，

India Appoints Ambassador 
to China, Restores Ties 


Chavan told parliament that Pek-

Barkley's testimony was by far 
the biggest blow to Four Seas* 
court position since the trial began 
three weeks ago. 

Four Seas is suing to evict Inter- 
national Hotel residents from the 
property: The International Hotel 
Tenants Association (IHTA) main- 
tains that the action is in retalia- 
tion for the tenants forming 3 
union，and for reporting the ho- 
tels numerous code violations to 
various government officials， 

Barkley's testimony strains the 
credibility of two of Four Seas- 
membership， and raises strong 
questions about the role of Four 
Seas in the tenant/owner struggle. 

However, Superior Court Judge 
IraBrown ruled that Barkley's tes- 
timony on the mediation offer im- 
plied a “compromise” offer by 
Four Seas,， and since comprormises 
are not admissible as court evi- 
dence, he did not allow her testi- 
mony about the mediation to be 
entered to the jury，

LA Couple 
Survives 
Shooting 


LOS ANGELES 一 A Chinese 
American couple have survived an 
execution-style Shooting by two 
gunmen outside a Lincoln Heights 
Restaurant April 12，according to 
the Los Angeles ， Herald- 
Examiner， 

Stoney Lee，27，and his girl 
friend, Diane Chong,，19, had juast 
left a restaurant when the gunmen 
approached them and demanded 
money， 

The victims had only $1 be- 
tween them and handed it over， 
but the gunment forced them to 
lie face down in the parking lot.， 

The woman was Shot through 
the neck and the man received 
a _grazing head wound and also 
was shot in the shoulder， 

Police said they do not know the 
motive for the shooting，but one 
officer said, “it seems to be the 
fashion now for robbers to shoot 
their victims to prevent them from 
being witnesses.”

The defense also scored a major 
point last week when it was dis- 
closed that_ Walter Shorenstein， 
Original owner of the hotel，had 
offered the new owner to pay for 
eviction of the tenants. 

This information emerged dur- 
ing examination of Lewis On，one 
of the two men noted in Barkleys 
testimony. On，acting very nerv- 
ous on the witness stand, had been 
subpoenaed midqnight last Sunday 
after an unsuccessful two-week- 
long attempt to serve him the pa- 
pers.

Shooting 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 A bizarre 
and apparently unprovoked blast 
of gunfire from a passing car left 
five neightclub goers injured at 2 
a.m, 9aturday APpril 17， 

The Club Paradise was closing， 
and Some thirty persons were 
walking south on Kearny Street 
and approaching the corner of 
Jackson when a car with an 
elevated rear end came down 
Jackson， 

A blast from a shotgun and a 
-25 caliber revolver from its side 
window sent everyone to the 
sidewalk. Fortunately,，of the five 
hit，only one was hurt Seriously. 
The New Cup Restaurant on 
Jackson Street got a broken win- 
dow. 

Of the many present，no_ one 
knew for sure the cars make， 
license number, of the direction 
took. 

-Police have been at a loss as to 
motive，leads or suspects，。 In- 
Spectors Dick Gamble and Ora 
Cuinther told the local paper, the 
Examiner，that the incident does 
not fit the pattern of gang war 
that periodically erupts in China- 
town，The usual style is for an 
executioner to efficiently snuff out 
his victim without involving 
others. 

The five in this last shooting 
were not friends- -and were not 
members of any gangs.

When'the two most populated nations can come together

Gates, 70, was sworn in as chief of

Peking at the White House Apzril

CET-RICH-QUICK 

It would not be difficult for 
these gentlemen of leisure to get 
Work in factories or fill other 
manual occupations but they sim- 
ply prefer an easy ,and get- 
rich-quick jlife， Therefore，they 
resort to all sorts of misdemeanor， 
felonv and even homicide. This is 
attested by the steady growth of 
the crime rate here.

Once a city of a few poorly- 
equipped shops, it now has nearly 
500 factories and mines making 
steel, machinery，chemicals，ad- 
vanced instruments and electron- 
ics products, and consumer goods.

Mining Machinery Plant alone has 
more Workers than all of Kwei- 
yang before 1949. 

Kunming has also industrialized 
at a faster pace as a result of the 
rajlroads.， Ores _ from new iron 
mines are taken directly to Kun- 
ming Steel Works. In recent years, 
Kunming Steel has grown into an 
iron and steel complex that em- 
braces every process from mining 
iron ore to rolling steel. It manu-

According to the report，this 
area harvested 100,000 more tons 
of grain in 1973 than in 1971.
